AN 
UGLY FIRE ARRESTED 


BY THE GREAT WORK OF THE 


GETTYSBURG 
FIREMEN. 


Narrow Escape of Occupants of Win- 


ter Building from Suffocating 


Smoke—Loss Insured. 


An ugly lire that at first seemed to 


threaten not only the Winter building 
on CliHisihersluirg streel, in whieli it 
originated, but part ot the block iu 
which it stood was magnificently and 
successfully lousjht early \estenlay 
morning. The alarm was given at 
about hall'past twelve, 
Cieo. K. Stock 


on his way up the street toward Ins 
home made the discovery and gave 
the alarm. 


When the firemen arrived on the 


scene the Winter building was wrap- 
ped in dense volumes of smoke coin- 
ing from the cellar. The smoke wrap- 
ped itself around the buildings that at 
first it looked as if half the block from 
Winter building to City Hotel was 
smouldering. 


The firemen did great and magnifi- 


cent work saving the town from an 
awful calamity of fire. 
They fought 


against the fearful odds of smoke 
which surrounded them. The night 
was bitt°r cold but they went at their 
work intelligently and with determi- 
nation. 


No human being could have gone 


into the cellar from the front where 
thick, heavy smoke poured out, but 
the men held the nozzle at the cellar 
door and poured water into it for many 
minutes. Then flame was discovered 
at rear cellar window. A line of hose 
was run through the hallway of the 
home of George Chritzman and this 
rear cellar was flooded and firemen at 
great risk went into this cellar from 
the rear and fought the smoke and' 
flame until they were under control. 


The first concern of everyone was to 


know whether those inside of the 
building were safe. 
Col. John P. 


Nicholson was asleep in his bed room 
in building. He was aroused by the 
smoke, dressed himself and when be 
reached the hallway found it black 
with smoke, but felt his way along the 
wall to stairway and down it to the 
front door. Martin Winter and his 
sister Miss Mary Winter, succeeded** brou$li**Q Baebanan^VaUey^ and 
getting out of tbetmildingby rearwayT 


The fire slowl? made headway and' 


tmrnt through the floor of the store 
of J. Harry Stine. The firemen had 
been keeping the floor of tbe store 
room soaked with water but when the 
flames were seen the store room was 
drenched with water. 
Within an 


hour and a half the fire was out. 


The only explanation for the fire is 


a fresh fire made in the furnace in the 
afternoon. 
During the warm spell 


the furnace fire had been allowed to 
go out but Monday afternoon a fresh 
fire was started in the furnace. 


J. Harry Stine says he was at his 


store about a half hour before the 
alarm was given, that Col, E. Spangler 
and Geo. M. Walter, Esq., had been 
with him and when they left the store 
there was no indications whatever of 
smoke. 
The neighborhood was great- 


ly alarmed. 


Firemen went into building of Mrs. 


Quimby by ladder, smoke being -then 
dense about her doorway and helped 
her down the hallway to the door with 
some of her valuables. Geo. Chritz- 
maa removed a lot of his valuables to 
the store of Chas. A. Blocher. The 
books of Martin Winter were carried 
out. as well as the large quantity of 
valuable records, maps, etc. belonging 
to the battlefield commission. 


Mr. Stine says at a recent inventory 


his stock amounted to $10,000 and he 
has insurance. Mr. Winter bad in- 
surance on building, so that the loss 
may be said to be fully covered.

Cash ma n of New Oxford, ha\ in;; mar- j 
ried Miss .Maud ('ashman on Oct. 10,1 
llidfi. .Mr. Deal was a native of P.lacks-1 
bury. South Carolina, one of the most 
prominent young men of that town. 


He was assistant superintendent of 


the Cherokee Cotton .Mills located at 
Blacksbur^;. 
While at work in the 


mills last .Monday a man by the name 
of Mills entered the plant and spoke to 
Mr. Deal. They walked a few vards 
to the north of the mill talking when 
Mills turned and commenced shooting, 
firing live shots, all oi which took el- 
feet, one entering near the heart, an- 
other through tlie back and a thiid 
through the lace. Death ensued with- 
in an hour after the shooting. 


Dr. J. M. Caldwell was summoned 


by telephoned, examined Mr. Deal and 
found the three wounds, any one of 
which might have proved fatal and he 
asked Mr. Deal what was tbe cause of 
the trouble. 


Deal answered, "It was all a mis- 


take." 


Dr. Caldwell asked what was a mis- 


take and Deal answered, "He wanted 
me to give him a bribe." 


'What was the bribe?" the Doctor 


asked.. 


D$al replied, "He accused me of be- 


ing too intimate with bis wife, and its 
all a mistake. I am glad to die, give 
me ;something to kill me, I can't 
breathe."

Mr. Deal repeated this statement 


several times and he was told he had 
dnly a few minutes to live and he de- 
clared his innocence of any such 
charge and said it was false and that 
he had no weapons.

The murderer is employed at Hope- 


dale, Massachusetts. He had married 
a South Carolina woman. They had 
separated three years ago but Mills 
claimed after the shooting that Deal 
had made the acquaintance of his wife 
about a year ago. The man was evi- 
dently desperately in need of money, 
as he had been in Blacksburg three 
days before the deed was done and in 
that time hi* father-in-law stated that 
he bad made repeated attempts to bor- 
row money from him. but was refused. 
It is the common belief of Blacksburg 
that his needs finally drove him to put 
up a game of blackmail on Mr. Deal 
and that in the rage of failure he fired 
the fatal shots. Mr. Deal was about 24 
years of age, was prominently con- 
nected and had been living an irre- 


l proachable life. 


The verdict of the Coroner's jury 


was that said "Frank C. Deal came to 
his death from the effects of gunshot 
wounds bythehandofWrn. H. Mills." 


The murderer after being lodged in 


jail began to talk about Deal making 
at him with his knife, but the testi- 
mony of another witness who saw the 
occurrence will likely prevent any self 
defense game being worked. He saw 
Mills draw a revolver and file several 
shots, that Deal then ran toward Mills 
and they clinched, Deal making an at- 
tempt to grab the pistol when he was 
shot again. This witness then got a 
piece of pipe and told Mills he would 
hit him if he did not let go and it was 


; then Mills ran and Deal fell to the 
i ground.

What the farmer needs IB 
lower taxes and better prices and rtBt 
assured he will get his grain to marktt 
and not grumble.

The 
men carried handspikes, hammers am 
spikes. 
Moving naturally slowly and 


awkwardly in their heavy steel mail 
still they succeeded in completing their 
work under a hail of bullets from the 
insurgents. The scene is described, as 
we can well believe, to have been most 
remarkable and to have had something 
picturesque and also diabolical about it 


As the mailed figures moved in si 


lence among the guns, their handspikes 
looking like maces, their silence anc 
the slowness of their actions seemed 
unnatural under the steady hail of bul 
lets. The insurgents were believed to 
have thought hell itself had sent forth 
these extraordinary antagonists, ghosts 
of a past age. while the French on th< 
ramparts, true to their nature, the firs 
moment of anxiety over, burst into 
roars of laughter—Phipp's "Marshals 
of Napoleon."

Famotm Collection of Antler*. 


Of the famous collections of antlers 


formed In the seventeenth century only 
two or three have escaped the general 
fate of conflagrations, sieges and pil- 
lage. One of these is In Moritzburg. 
the king of Saxony's historical hunting 
castle, near Dresden, while in the cele- 
brated gun gallery in Dresden itself 
are to be seen in an unrivaled show 
the wonderfully inlaid arms used by 
the elector. The great banqueting-hall 
of the castle of Moritzburg is one of 
the sights with which no doubt many 
a traveled reader has been charmed. 
It is a chamber of noble proportions, 
sixty-six feet long by thirty-four wide 
and thirty-eight feet high. On its oth- 
erwise unadorned \vhite walls hnng 
seventy-one pairs of magnificent ant- 
lers, which one may describe as the 
most famous of their kind in the world. 
Not a single one carries less than 
twenty-four tines or is less than 200 
years old, while some are probably 
double that age. 


A Celebrated Clock. 


The art of the clockmaker has 


achieved many remarkable triumphs 
during many centuries.' Sometimes it 
is a clock wonderful for the complexi- 
ty of its movements and its busy popu- 
lation of automatons that attracts our 
admiration, like that in the Cathedral 
of Strassburg. At other times the im- 
mense size of the machinery and the 
dials excites astonishment. This Is the 
case with the celebrated clock in tbe 
tower of the Church of St. Rombaut at 
Mechlin. A writer in La Nature thinks 
this clock possesses the largest dials 
that exist in the -world. There are four 
of them, one on each side of the great 
square tower, and their extreme diam- 
eter is nearly thirty-seven and one-half 
feet. The figures showing the hours 
are nearly six and one-half feet high, 
and the bands have a length.of nearly 
twelve feet.

A DAM BUILT ON END. 


H«W • Clever Engineer Conquered • 


Mechanical Difficulty. 


Almost ovory boy lias built dozen* 


of dam* in various ways. cuuBtruetlnij 
them across the lied of the channel. 

Hut 
did any hoy ever think of building a

All inventive American engineer. Is ha ID 
ttaudcilpli. who bt'caiiie famous by his 
work on (lie Chicago dr..inage canal, 
has tried th;s m,.-! 011 UK. Xiagara river 
200 yanls above thy Horseshoe fall and 
made a remarkable success of it. 


Of course an ordinary dam could not 


easily lie built in tin; llerccly racing 
currents of Niagara hurrying ti> plu.:;re 
over the fall. Sj Mr. Randolph decided 
to build hu dam on end on the very 
edge of the river. It was not meaut to 
Jo tnore than raise the water level a 
few iix-lies. so as to prevent water 
scarcity in winter for the Canadian 
town of Niagara Falls when the ice 
jam conies on. A dam seven feet or so 
high 
VVJIK enough and fifty feet long. 


Turned on end. this meant a column 
tlfty feet high and seven feet four 
inches square. 
The clever engineer 


ased concrete as the cheapest, easiest 
and least corrosive material. But any 
column of any material was certain to 
break in the shock of falling. 
How- 


was that to be provided for? 


Easily enough, the inventive builder 


argued, t'p the middle of the concrete 
column, like a huge backbone, he ran 
a strong iron chain weighing about 800 
pounds. The whole column weighed 
some 200 tons. At intervals eight feet 
apart all the way up it along'the laud- 
ward face wooden wedges were insert- 
ed, so that in breaking it would follow 
these lines and break into regular 
blocks, held together by the chain. The 
plan was audacious, but entirely prac- 
tical—a true "Yankee notion." On Nov. 
9, 1905. the finished dam was sent fly- 
ing over by three hydraulic jacks. 
Amid the breathless interest of a large 
crowd of spectators the concrete col- 
umn fell, splashed and settled. When 
splash and spray subsided there it 
stretched, 
broken 
at the 
destined 


points, tilted a trifle irregularly in the 
middle, where the river bed was high- 
er, but quite effectual. The depth of 
water increased ten inches at once. 
The "obelisk dam" was a success.— 
William Rittenhouse in Forward.

•svith board and lodging: at this pleasant 
and healthy situation, a few doors from 
the state prison. 
The Greenwich stage 


paFs^s from this to the federal haii and 
returns five times a day. 


The prisoners were transferred to 


Ring Sing in 1828. and tbe property 
was sold tbe next year.—New York 
Press.

An old man sat at a table on which 


had been placed a smoking dinner and 
platen for eighteen pernonn. 
No seat 


was occupied except that of tbe old 
man himself, and as tbe clock on the 
mantel ticked a\vay tbe minute.* no one 
else appeared. 
Indeed, the one occu- 


pant of the room could not have ex- 
pecte;! any one else, for his OAVII dinner 
\vas on his plate. At each place was a 
liottle of wine, but the only bottle un- 
i-orked was that b'.-fore the one diner. 


At the close of the Mexican war 


eighteen officers Avho had taken part in 
it and who lived not far from one an- 
other decided to celebrate the peace 
with a dinner. It was a jubilee. Dur- 
ing the evening a proposition Avas made 
and decided upon that once a year the 
feast Avas to be repeated, and as each 
man dropped out his plate and bottle 
Avere to be set the same as if he were 
present. 


All were either young or compar- 


atively young, and it was some years 
before a single place was vacant. Then 
a chill passed over every man a» he 
entered the room and saw the empty 
chair, the plate, the uncorked bottle, 
of their late comrade. All had looked 
upon battlefields, but none bad expe- 
rienced this same peculiar sensation In 
vieAving the dead and dj'iug. 


Several years passed. The seventeen 


men Avere beginning to become some- 
what accustomed to the one vacant 
chair wbeu tbe clock of their lives 
struck 2. They missed one of the 
youngest, merriest of their number. 
Then it became apparent that tbe 
spontaneous merriment of their first 
dinner would wane under the increas- 
ing vacant chairs and exertion must be 
made to keep the dinners from grow- 
ing painful. 
A resolution was passed 


•that each man must contribute some- 
thing—a song, a story, a joke, what- 
ever he pleased—to enliven the occa- 
sion. 
'Slowly the diners watched the In- 
creasing vacancies till tbe number gone 
equaled the number remaining. When 
the nine living men met and drank to 
the nine who were dead, it was with 
an effort Some one proposed that they 
should sit together at a living half of 
the table, leaving the other half for tbe 
dead, but tbe proposal was voted down, 
and the living and the dead remained 
side by side. 


Their clock struck 10, 11, 12, and two- 


thirds of the original number bad pass- 
ed away. Six men whose beards were 
gray sat together and drank to twelve 
who had gone. To them the dead re- 
mained at the age they departed, some 
on the threshold of manhood, others 
at successive ages. 


It was years before there was an- 


other vacancy; then two empty plates 
dropped into line like figured disks re- 
cording the revolutions of an engine 
shaft. Another dropped In three years, 
another in two. 


By this time all who were destined 


to reach the ordinary limit, threescore 
years and ten, had dropped out. Of those 
who were to become octogenarians 
or centenarians but two remained. For 
eleven years two old men sat down 
together once a year and drank to six- 
teen comrades whose bottles were un- 
corked. It was not now a question of 
which should be blessed with the 
longest life, but which would be soon- 
est relieved from a painful duty. As 
they glanced over the uncorked bottles 
it seemed that their dead comrades 
•were draAA-n up in line to receive t'.iern 
when they should appear upo:i the 
eternal parade. With trembling hands 
they raised thin glasses to their lips 
and drank—drank as much as tbeve 
was hone of assimilating v.-it'.i their 
wornout systems—then s;»t their g!a=ss- 
es clown and without a Avord left a 
roam which from a banquet hall had 
become a sepulcher. 


And now the last man. eighty-nine 


years old. sits alone. 
A myriad of 


wrinkles radiate from a scar 0:1 his 
forehead, the remains of a wound re- 
ceived at ChurubuKco. 
A few suow 


white hairs are scattered over his 
head. His eye Is a flare of intelligence 
abr»m t:> g'» out. His dinner is untast- 
ed. except a little toast water, of which 
be has taken a feAV sips. He sit-= at 
one end of tbe table and looks d-»wn 
tLc Ion;: line of bottles 0:1 either side, 
every bottle representing a dead com- 
rade. He raises bis glass ami speaks, 
not Avith bis lips—lips are n -t needed 
to address tbe dead—!>nt in. spirit.

The next step was the "foster lien,"; 


when the bride price was paid on the 
day of espousal and was supposed to 
compensate the parent for the cost of 
bringing up his daughter. It seems, 
however, that this soon fell into disre- 
pute, as there was no law against the 
father engaging his daughter to nu- 
merous suitors, taking from each the 
"foster lien'' and, of course, cheating 
:;11 but one on the wedding day, which 
at that time Avas only the day of be- 
trothal, when the suitor gave a "wed" 
or pledge for the future performance of 
his contract. If the suitor did not claim 
his bride within tAvo years after the 
AVeddiug day. he forfeited all right to 
her and to whatever iiiouej—oi'-goods he 
had paid for her. If tbe woman and her 
father broke their promises, the father 
had to giA-e the suitor four times as 
much as *the suitor bad already paid 
him. 


As' civilization advanced the bride 


price was given to the woman herself 
and became her dowry, while nowa- 
days the tables are frequently turned, 
and the bride settles tbe money on her 
husband.
